the bridge to carry Monroe street 
across the Spokane 
river 
in 
the 
business d istrict here is completed 


the latter part of October, th e larg ­ 
est single span of concrete re-enforc­ 
ed in the world will be 
opened 
to 
traffic. The central span is 281 feet. 
or 12 inches longer than the bridge 
over the Rocky river, under construc­ 
tion a t Cleveland. O., and 
58 
feet 
longer th a n the 
W issahickon 
river 
stru ctu re a t Philadelphia, which held 
tae distinction of the longest si>an 
cf its kind. The cost of -the Spok­ 
ane bridge will be about $550,000. In 
addition to th e car tracks th ere is 
a team roadway and walks for ped­ 
estrians. A span of 28.1 feet has been 
adopted to carry the New York barge 
canal over the gorge near Medina, X. 
Y., and the span of the proposed 
Hudson memorial bridge is to he 710 
feet. W ith the exception of tile Hud­ 
son bridge the other largest single 
•span yet proposed is one of 328 feet 
to be built by the m unicipality of 
Rome. A bridge under construction 
in New Zealand will have a 320-foot 
span.

W ashington, July 17.—The center 
of population of the United States is 
four and one-fourth miles south of 
I nionville, Monroe county, Indiana, 
according to a census bureau an ­ 
nouncem ent 
Monday. 
Since 
1900, 
when it was six miles southeast of 
Columbus. Ind., it has moved thirty- 
one m iles westw ard and seven ten tbs 
of a mile northw ajd. 
The westw ard m ovement was more 
than tw ice that of the 1890-1900 de­ 
cade. T his acceleration or the west­ 
ward m ovem ent is attributed by cen­ 
sus officials principally to th e growth 
of 
th e 
Pacific 
an d 
southw estern 
states. 
The geographical 
cen ter 
of 
the 
I nited S tates is in northern 
Ran 
sas, so that the center of population 
therefore, is about 550 miles east of 
the geographical center.

FOR PUBLICITY OF 


CAMPAIGN EXPENSES 


Washington, July 
17.—The 
most 
drastic campaign publicity legislation 
ever posted in either branch of con­ 
gress was adopted by the senate la: 
today, practically without a dissent­ 
ing vote. Using the pre-election pub­ 
licity bill passed by the house as a 
basis, 
the 
senate 
constructed 
dur­ 
ing the day a prop sed law with the 
following important features: 
No candjdate 
for 
the 
senate or 
bouse shall spend 
in 
the 
election 
Blore than a sum equal to 10c for 
<eaoh voter in his district or state. 
No senatorial candidate shall spend 
a total cf more than $10,000 in the 
prim ary, and general election and no 
-candidate for the house shall spend 
m o re than $5,000. 
Publicity must be given to all pri­ 
mary campaign contributions and ex­ 
tie nses. 
Weneral Election Expenses. 
All general election expenses must 
fee made public before the election, 
beginning fifteen days before election 
And m aking publication each six days 
u n til elect icn. 
AH promises of political jobs must 
b e made public. 
The 
bill 
further 
m akes it illegal to promise political 
places to secure election support or 
to aid in influencing the election of 
any member of the state legislature. 
The bill will be subjected probably 
to prolong d conference bet ween the 
two houses. It originated in the house 
as part of the democratic legislative 
program and was designated to re­ 
quire publication before election. 
To Cover Primaries. 
The republicans in the house un­ 
successfully attempted to extend the 
tori I to cover primary elections. In the 
senate 
today the 
primary election 
am endm ent, coupled with more rad­ 
ical amendments, were adopted with 
little opposition. 
T he senate amendments authorized 
by the committee on privileges and 


elections required publicity of all pri 
mary 
election 
expenses 
and* 
all 
pledges of political jobs or favors. 
Some objection to this was made on 
the ground th at prim ary elections 
were not within the control of con­ 
gress. The amendment 
was 
finally 
adopted, however, by a vote of 50 to 
7, Senators Bacon, Bailey, Bankhead, 
Johnston, Bryan, Overman and Tay­ 
lor voting against it. 
The more rigid portion of the bill, 
limiting the amount of the senatorial 
and 
congressional 
candidate 
may 
spend in any election and prohibit­ 
ing the making of certain campaign 
pledges was 
proposed 
by 
Senator 
Reed of Missouri and adopted only 
after a long debate. Senator Suther­ 
land of Utah admired that the house 
conferees might force elimination of 
this from the bill. 
Senatorial Candidates* E xpenses. 
Senator Reed referred to the cam ­ 
paign expense statem ent filed by Sen­ 
ator Stephenson of Wisconsin, show­ 
ing exjienses of approximately $107,- 
000 and to the other large sum s spent 
by Senatorial candidates. He finally 
offered 
an amendment putting 
the 
total expenditure by any candidate 
at a sum to exceed 10c per head for 
the voters in the candidate’s taate. 
Senator Borah said this would iter­ 
ant a senatorial candidate in New 
York to spend nearly $200,000 in his 
election, while tim candidate in Ne­ 
vada could sptmd only about $1,000. 
The Reed amendment was defeated 
once, but was renewed and adopted. 
At one time he had the limit of ex­ 
pense at $5,000 for a senate candi­ 
date and $1,500 tor a house candidate, 
but ac 
the 
suggestion 
of 
Senator 
Owen ot Oklahoma this was increas­ 
ed to $10,000 for the senatorial can­ 
didate and $5,000 for the house can­ 
didate.

VV hen the canal water flowed into the 
new channel, it left the bed vt the riv­ 
er nu der the great brazen gates, on 
both sides of the city, an open road­ 
way. through which marched the army 
of < yrus. 
Suddenly, at on unexpected 
moment, the boastful city, the proud 
Babylon, was captured. 


Antitypical o r Mystic Babylon. 
While speaking directly of Babylon 
sud her fall at the hands of the Medes 
aud Persians under Gyrus, the proph­ 
ecies speak of the end of this Age and 
of world wide calamities im idental to 
the overthrow of every institution con­ 
trary to the Divine will, preparatory to 
the inauguration of Messiah’s King­ 
dom. 
I request that at your convenient}# 
you read Isaiah xiii. l ip. in confirma­ 
tion of what I have said.

As the 
lords of Babylon were made drunk by 
wine which they drank from the gold- 
II vessels captured from the temple at 
Jerusalem, so Mystic Babylon, repre­ 
sented by a woman, is said to make ail 
nations drunk with the wine or doc­ 
trine which she gives them out of the 
golden cup which she holds in her 
band. 
As Literal Babylon fell by the 
drying up of the waters or the Euphra­ 
tes. so Revelation tells us that Mystic 
Babylon sits upon the symbolic Eu­ 
phrates, and that the w ay of the kings 
of the East shall be prepared by the 
drying up of those waters (Revelation 
xvi. 12). 
Similarly, we are assured. Mystic Ba­ 
bylon’s end shall come suddenly, “In 
one hour.” 
Like a great millstone she 
shall be cast into th*1 sea to rise no 
more. 
Now, the message is. “Babylon 
is fallen, is fallen lsentenor*d to destruc­ 
tion J. 
Gome out of her, my people, 
that ye be not partakers of ber sins. 
and that ye receive not of lier plagues” 
(Revelation xviii. 2-5 ,. 


Where Ie Mystic Babylon? 
No student can examine the records 
without astonishment and a realization
